Your letter also proposed removing or reducing the current 
exemption of certain Social Security pavrocnfcs from income tax. 
It would be difficult for the President or the Congressional 
leadership to endorse such a proposal at this time. Last 
October the President referred to the then forthoomincr budget 
summit and said, "I'm putting everything on the table with the 
exception of Social Security, with no other preconditions." 

The summit agreement he subsequently reached with the ioi.nt 
Congressional leadership clearly endorsed this position. 

Your concerns about funding for the homeless and eldorlv were 
specifically addressed in the budget aerroement, which stated 
that "essential programs serving <-he poor, including the 
elderly, should be a priority." In Fiscal Year 1987, 

8528 million was allocated to the homeless and another 
C31 billion of Federal assistance to .low-income families came 
from block grants and other programs. The budget agreement 
ensures that aid to these groups will continue.
